confusion about what you really 
believe in or what your value 
are, lack of self-confidence, not 
understanding why people act to- 
ward you the way they do and 
in general, any problem which 
prevents you from having the 
freedom for devoting full intel- 
lectual concentration on learn- 
ing may find some hi i'k- 
ing to a member of the profes- 
sional staff. You may come to 
Admisistration 259, between 8 
am, and 12 p.m, or 1 p.m, 


and 5 p.m,, Monday through Fri- 
day and request an appointment, 

Any student, whether he is 
part-time or full-time, is elig- 
ible for counseling services af 
no cost. The full range of psy- 
cological tests, of interests, 
abilities, aptitudes, values, intel- 
lignece, and or personality are 
available, if the student and the 
counselor feel that they world 
counselor feel that they would 
contribute to the solution of the 
student’s problem or to his de- 
cision, The student may, also, 
be referred to vocational infor- 
mation to help him in the selec- 
tion of an occupation,

Broncos On Even Terms | 


Almost, but not quite. 

That, in a nutshell (or may- 
be pigskin is a better word), 
sums up the Sacramento State— 
Santa Clara football game last 
Saturday night. Ray Clemons’ 
charges played a brilliant de- 
fensive game, only to lose 7-3 
on a 60-yard punt return in the 
fourth quarter by Gary Filizetti. 

Prior to the game, played be- 
fore a crowd of 7,000 in Santa 
Clara’s Buck Shaw Stadium, Pat 
Malley’s Broncos were hea/y 
favorites. 

But the Hornet defense did a 
beautiful job, putting a hard rush 
on quarterback Ray Calcagno, who 
was forced to either throw ina 
hurry or run out of the pocket. 
The junior passing whiz, who 
only the week before had riddled 
the Cal Aggies for 234 yards in 
the air, was held to 38 yards 
passing and four rushing, the low- 
est offensive total of his college 
career, Calcagno also threw two 
interceptions as he could com- 
plete only six of 19 attempts. 

But the Bronc defenders also 
turned in an excellent perfor- 
mance. They bottled up Sac State 
in Hornet territory for mest of 
the night. The visitors did pick 
up 116 yards on the ground, led 
by quarterback Jim Wheeler, who 
rushed for 54 yards in six carries. 
However, for the second straight 
week, the Hornet passing attack 
was virtually nil, as they gained 
only 14 yards via the air lanes. 

The only touchdown of the 
game came midway through the 
final stanza as SSC’s Dennis 
Jones punted from his 25, one of 
12 Hornet kicks on the night. 
Filizetti grabbed the ball on the 
Bronce 40, got a key block from 
Steve Stanich to spring him loose, 
and galloped in to score, Gary 
O'Neill kicked the extra point

The Hornets 
lost their star tight end and de- 
fensive tacke, Davie Cummings, 
early in the first half when he was 
thrown out after a fight with San- 
ta Clara’s Ted Olandiai.
